Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  the  Eleventh  Annual 
Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  East  Berks 
Sanitary  Districts. 

The  Report  relates  to  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances 
of  each  of  the  four  constituent  districts  for  the  calendar  year 
ended  31st  December,  1921. 

In  form  it  differs  considerably  from  previous  Reports  on 
account  of  its  being  arranged  in  accordance  with  the  latest 
Circular  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  relating  to  such  Annual  Reports. 
In  future,  a full  survey  report  is  to  be  issued  once  in  five  years, 
while  the  reports  of  the  intervening  years  are  to  be  of  a simpler 
character  and  based  on  the  Ministry’s  Schedule. 

During  the  year  1921,  there  were  no  excep- 
tional circumstances  affecting  the  health  of  the  people.  The 
only  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  was  a localised 
epidemic  of  Diphtheria  in  Crowthorne,  which  fortunately,  was 
speedily  checked.  Housing  problems  are  still  acute  questions 
but  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  repairing  old  house  property 
are  diminishing.  It  will  be  noted  that  a re-commencement 
has  been  made  with  the  Siinninghill  and  Sunningdale  Sewerage 
Scheme  though  in  a restricted  form,  but  even  this  modified 
scheme,  when  completed  will  prove  a great  boon  to  the  districts 
concerned. 


In  the  Cookham  district,  the  purchase  of  a vacuum  tank 
and  appliances  has  enabled  the  Local  Authority  to  undertake 
wet  scavenging  in  the  more  populous  parts.  The  demand  for 
the  services  of  the  Cesspool  emptier  ” is  steadily  increasing, 
as  it  is  almost  impossible  nowadays,  to  get  this  work  done  by 
private  arrangement. 


I have  again  to  ackowledge  the  excellent  service  rendered 
by  the  various  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  the  loyal  support  accorded 
by  the  District  Councils  to  the  proposals  and  reports  I have  had 
occasion  to  lay  before  them.

CONSTITUTION  OP  UNITED  DISTRICT. 

By  an  Order  dated  19th  November,  1910,  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  in  pursuance  of  Section  286  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1875,  directed  that  the  Districts,  viz.  : — Maidenhead  Urban, 
Cookham,  Easthampstead  and  Windsor  Bural,  shall  be  united 
for  the  purpose  of  appointing  a Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and 
with  respect  to  matters  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board, 
require  regulation  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Section  286  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

The  Order  further  provides  that  a Joint  Committee  shall 
be  formed  of  representatives  of  the  constituent  District  Councils 
of  the  districts  concerned,  which  Committee  shall  consist  of  eight 
members,  chosen  from  among  the  members  of  the  District 
Councils — two  from  each.  This  Committee  is  given  power  under 
the  Order  to  appoint  a Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  a Clerk  to 
the  Joint  Committee  : the  salaries  of  these  officials,  and  such 
expenses  as  the  Joint  Committee  may  allow  are  to  be  paid  by  the 
District  Councils  in  proportion  to  the  rateable  value  of  the  districts 
represented.  The  rateable  values  of  land  and  buildings  for  the 
combined  district  up  to  the  31st  March,  1922,  amounted  to 
£381,338,  and  the  total  population  as  enumerated  in  the  census 
taken  on  19/20  June,  1921,  58,880.  The  area  of  the  District 
extends  to  65,626  acres,  including  about  600  acres  covered  by 
water. 

The  Parish  of  Clewer  Without  (area  1,900  acres)  population 
5,873  (approx.)  was  formerly  part  of  the  Windsor  Rural  District, 
but  by  an  Order  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  was  included  in 
the  Windsor  Urban  District  as  from  9th  November,  1920. 

General  particulars  as  to  the  physical  and  other  characters 
of  the  Combined  District  are  given  in  the  Report  for  1920  and 
in  previous  Reports.

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There  was  no  unusual  or  excessive  mortality  irom  any  of 
the  infectious  diseases  during  the  year  1921.  In  two  instances 
only,  can  it  he  said  that  the  number  of  deaths  from  general 
diseases  was  high  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  namely, 
Cancer,  where  there  were  30  deaths  as  against  18,  and  respiratory 
diseases  (pneumonia,  bronchitis,  etc.),  26  deaths  as  against  14.

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The  total  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  for  the  year, 
Pulmonary  and  Non-Pulmonary,  amounted  to  7.  Of  these  only 
3 referred  to  notified  cases  1 notified  in  1919  and  2 in  1921.  From 
this  it  would  appear  that  notification  is  not  carried  out  as  com- 
pletely as  it  might  be,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  local  medical 
practitioners  are  frequently  reminded  by  a circular  letter  and 
otherwise  of  the  duty  of  notifiying  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  It  has  been  the  practice  for 
many  years  to  send  a letter  to  the  practitioner  who  was  last  in 
attendance  on  a fatal  case  of  Tuberculosis  which  had  not  been 
notified,  setting  forth  the  requirements  in  this  matter. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  1921,  which  stands  at  56.34 
per  1,000  births,  although  slightly  higher  than  49*38  for  the 
previous  year,  compares  very  favourably  with  the  average  of 
81.72  for  the  preceding  10  years.  The  total  number  of  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  year  of  age  is  16,  of  which,  only  one  refers  to  an 
illegitimate  child.  It  will  be  noted  from  the  table  below  which 
sets  out  the  age  at,  and  cause  of,  death,  that  none  of  the  deaths 
were  due  to  gastro-intestinal  or  diarrhoeal  diseases  :

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4.  CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS. 

The  Year  1921  was  not  marked  by  any  special  noteworthy 
causes  of  sickness  amongst  adults,  although  at  the  beginning 
and  again  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  Bronchitis,  pneumonia 
and  similar  respiratory  diseases  were  rather  more  prevalent  than 
usual.  Amongst  children  the  most  noteworthy  feature  was  an 
extensive  outbreak  of  mumps  which  lasted  from  April  until  the 
end  of  the  year.  In  the  earlier  part  of  the  year.  Chicken  Pox 
was  prevalent,  and  during  the  last  three  months,  a large  number 
of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred. 

5.  SUMMARY  OF  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS, 

HOSPITALS,  AND  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE 

FOR  THE  DISTRICT. 

A.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

I.  General.  In  March,  1920,  a local  Nursing  Association 
was  formed  with  Headquarters  at  No.  3,  Castle  Hill,  Maidenhead, 
(Tele.  No.  651),  and  was  affiliated  to  the  Queen  Victoria  Jubilee 
Institute  of  Nursing  (see  Report  for  1920,  page  17).  This 
Association  now  employs  five  nurses,  two  of  whom  hold  the 
certificate  of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board,  and  these  are  available 
for  home  nursing  of  general  diseases  throughout  the  Borough  of 
Maidenhead  and  adjacent  localities.  One  of  the  nurses  is 
employed  as  part-time  assistant  to  the  Maidenhead  School 
Nurse.  There  is  also  a trained  Masseuse,  connected  with  the 
Association,  and  the  Association  is  prepared  to  undertake  cases 
of  massage  in  addition  to  ordinary  nursing.  The  chief  income  of 
the  Association  is  from  voluntary  subscriptions,  supplemented 
by  grants  from  the  Local  Authority,  in  respect  of  school  and  Infant 
Welfare  services,  and  from  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor  in  respect 
of  nursing  necessitous  persons. 

The  County  Authority  also  make  contributions  for  Mid- 
wifery, Maternity  and  the  nursing  of  patients  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  or  cases  of  Measles  outside  the  Borough. 
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The  nature  and  extent  of  the  services  rendered  by  this 
Association  are  shown  in  the  following  summary  of  the  ’work

There  is  also  a Nursing  Home,  in  Cookham  Koad,  Maiden- 
head (Tele.  No.  639),  a private  institution,  which  provides  trained 
nurses  for  patients  who  are  in  a position  to  pay  the  usual  fees. 
Provision  is  also  made  at  this  Home  for  the  reception  of  a limited 
number  of  medical  and  surgical  cases. 

2.  Infectious  Disease.  Apart  from  the  Borough  Isolation 
Hospital  to  which  the  majority  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria  are  removed,  there  is  no  permanent  staff  for  the 
home-nursing  of  infectious  diseases,  but  in  the  event  of  an 
outbreak  of  Measles  or  such  like,  the  School  Nurse  assisted  by 
one  or  more  nurses  from  the  Nursing  Association  are  available 
for  home-visiting  and  nursing. 


B.  Midwives  : 

There  are  no  midwives  employed  or  subsidised  by  the  I-ocal 
Health  Authority.  There  are  at  present  only  two  private  mid- 
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wives  engaged  in  actual  practice  in  tlie  Borough.  The  relative 
number  of  midwifery  cases  from  doctors  and  midwives  may  be 
guaged  from  the  fact  that  115  notices  of  birth  were  received  from 
the  former,  and  171  from  the  latter.  In  one  instance  notice  of 
birth  was  received  from  the  parents. 

C.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  : 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  has  been  carried 
on  at  No.  2,  Park  Street  (adjacent  to  the  Town  Hall)  since 
October,  1915.  In  these  premises  consultations  are  held  every 
Friday  during  the  year,  when  infants  and  children  up  to  5 years 
of  age  are  weighed,  examined,  and  advice  given  to  the  mother, 
and  occasionally  as  required,  advice  is  given  to  expectant 
mothers.  In  addition  to  these  consultations,  a large  amount 
of  home  visiting  is  done  by  the  Health  Visitor.  The  number  of 
children  who  have  attended  the  Centre  since  its  commencement 
is  408,  of  which  63  were  new  cases  during  the  year  1921.  The 
average  attendance  per  session  was  16  mothers  and  17  children, 
total  33,  and  the  attendances  for  the  whole  year  amounted  to  833 
mothers  and  868  infants,  total  1701.  The  number  of  first  visits 
paid  to  homes  by  the  Nurse  amounted  to  229  and  re-visits,  953. 
In  addition  to  these  there  were  15  ante-natal  visits  paid.  In 
connection  with  this  Centre,  milk  has  been  supplied  to  a number 
of  necessitous  mothers  and  children  since  the  1st  March,  1920, 
in  accordance  with  a scheme  drawn  up  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order,  1919.  Details  of 
the  scheme  are  given  in  the  Eeport  for  1920  at  page  15.  During 
the  year  1921,  50  different  families  were  supplied  with  quantities 
varying  from  | pint  to  2 pints  daily  for  periods  of  1 month  and 
upwards.  The  total  cost  of  the  milk  supplied  was  £49  17s.  8d. 

School  Clinic.  Every  Friday  morning  during  school  terms, 
a general  clinic  for  minor  ailments  etc.,  is  held  at  the  Town  Hall, 
at  which  the  School  Medical  Officer,  who  is  also  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  attends.  On  other  mornings  during  the  school  week, 
the  Clinic  is  opened  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments  by  the 
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School  Nurse,  and  the  School  Medical  Officer  is  usually  available 
for  consultation  in  event  of  any  special  cases  occurring.  On 
alternate  Tuesdays,  a School  Dental  Clinic  is  held  at  which  dental 
treatment  is  given  by  the  School  Dentist.  On  the  fourth 
Wednesday  in  each  month,  excepting  School  Holidays,  an  eye 
clinic  is  conducted  by  the  School  Oculist.  Two  years  ago  a 
bath  was  installed  in  a building  adjoining  the  Town  Hall,  together 
with  an  apparatus  for  the  disinfestation  of  clothing,  for  the 
purpose  of  treatment  of  cases  of  Scabies  and  verminous  conditions 
affecting  school  children.  These  clinics  and  the  disinfestation 
station  are  provided  and  maintained  by  the  local  Education 
Authority. 

Tuberculosis  Clinic.  On  the  fourth  Monday  of  each  month, 
the  County  Tuberculosis  Officer  holds  a Clinic  in  rooms  adjacent 
to  the  Town  Hall,  at  which,  patients  in  Maidenhead  and  the 
immediate  neighbourhood  are  seen.  This  Clinic  is  entirely 
maintained  and  run  by  the  County  Authority.  The  Venereal 
Diseases  Clinic  which  is  also  entirely  under  the  County  Authority, 
is  held  at  the  Royal  Berks  Hospital,  Reading  on  Wednesdays 
and  Saturdays  at  convenient  hours. 

Day  Nurseries,  etc.  There  is  no  day  nursery  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, the  private  one  which  was  in  existence  for  eight  years  at  Nos. 
56-58  Boyn  Hill,  Maidenhead,  was  transferred  in  January,  1921, 
to  the  National  League  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  is 
now  converted  into  a Holiday  Home  for  young  children. 

D.  Local  Hospitals. 

The  only  Hospital  provided  by  the  Local  Authority  is  the 
Borough  Isolation  Hospital  A’,hich  occupies  a site  of  about  one 
and  a half  acres  in  St.  Mark’s  Road,  on  the  extreme  western 
boundary  of  the  Borough.  This  Hospital  provides  accom- 
modation for  about  30  patients,  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever  or 
Diphtheria,  these  being  the  only  two  infectious  diseases  received. 
By  agreement  with  the  respective  authorities,  cases  are  admitted 
from  Cookham,  Easthampstead  and  Windsor  Rural  Districts 
on  payment  of  specified  fees,  in  addition  to  those  from  the 
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Borougli  of  Maidenhead.  The  number  of  admissions  during 
the  past  year  and  the  District  from  where  they  came  from  is 
shown  in  the  following  table  :

The  staff  of  the  Hospital  consists  of  a Matron  and  four  Nurses 
with  the  usual  domestic  servants  and  a Porter.  The  total  cost 
of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1922,  amounted 
to  £1807  13s.  7d.,  and  the  receipts  from  other  Districts, 
£756  17s.  6d.  The  other  Hospitals  in  the  District  are  (1)  The 
Maidenhead  Hospital  in  which  accommodation  can  be  found 
for  10  male  beds,  13  female  beds  and  6 childrens’  beds,  but  at  the 
present  owing  to  lack  of  funds,  the  full  accommodation  at  the 
Hospital  cannot  be  utilised.  The  special  Departments  in 
connection  with  this  Hospital  comprise  : a Dental  and  Ophthal- 
mic Clinics  and  a room  for  Radiography.  (2)  The  Poor  Law 
Infirmary,  and  (3)  The  Ray  Mead  Children’s  Hospital,  a private 
Institution  which  provides  gratuitously  12  beds  (surgical  and 
medical)  for  children  up  to  11  years  of  age.  There  is  no  per- 
manent Smallpox  Hospital  here,  but  the  Local  Authority  are 
partowners  of  a set  of  Hospital  Tents  which  can  be  erected  on 
a convenient  site  to  be  used  as  such  should  any  cases  arise.  The 
Tuberculosis  Sanatorium  provided  and  maintained  by  the 
County  Council  is  situated  at  Peppard  Common,  Oxfordshire, 
on  the  boundary  of  Berkshire,  and  is  available  for  Tuberculosis 
patients  requiring  Sanatorium  treatment  in  this  or  any  other 
District  in  Berkshire. 
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E.  Institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers,  illegi- 

timate INFANTS  AND  HOMELESS  CHILDREN. 

Institutional  accommodation  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegi- 
timate infants  and  homeless  children  is  provided  at  the  Poor 
Law  Institution.  In  addition  to  this,  however,  there  is  a local 
branch  of  the  Rescue  and  Preventive  Society  at  St.  Agnes  Lodge, 
Laburnham  Road,  Maidenhead.  There,  temporary  accommod- 
ation can  be  found  for  8 or  10  inmates  pending  their  removal  to 
one  or  other  of  the  larger  Institutions  that  deal  with  this  phase 
of  social  work. 

F.  Ambulance  Facilities. 

(1) .  For  infectious  cases.  A horsed  ambulance  is  kept  at 
the  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  removal  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
and  Diphtheria.  For  patients  suffering  from  other  infectious  dis- 
eases and  requiring  to  be  removed,  a private  conveyance  is  hired 
and  afterwards  disinfected. 

(2) .  For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases.  In  July,  1919, 
through  the  generosity  of  the  Cox  Green  Flower  Show  Committee, 
a Red  Cross  Motor  Ambulance  was  presented  to  the  Town  for  use 
in  the  neighbourhood.  This  was  replaced  in  October,  1921,  by 
a new  Ford  Ambulance,  fully  equipped  in  accordance  with 
modern  requirements  by  the  Town  Service  Ambulance  Com- 
mittee of  the  Joint  Council  of  the  British  Red  Cross  and  Order 
of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem.  The  ambulance  is  maintained  by  the 
Town  Council  under  the  charge  of  the  Borough  Surveyor,  and 
manned  by  Members  of  the  local  Fire  Brigade.  No  charge  is 
made  for  its  use  in  cases  of  accident  or  for  poor  persons  required 
to  be  conveyed  to  or  from  a Hospital  in  Maidenhead  or  neigh- 
bourhood, but  in  other  cases,  a charge  accordiiig  to  the  means 
of  the  persons  benefited  is  made.  Total  number  of  journeys 
made  from  August  2nd,  1919,  when  it  was  first  employed  up  to  the 
31st  December,  1921,  amounted  to  242,  including  99  journeys 
made  during  1921. 
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6.  LABOKATORY  WORK. 

By  arrangement  with,  the  Clinical  Research  Association, 
London,  swabs  for  Diphtheria,  sputum  for  Tubercle  and  blood 
for  Typhoid  reaction,  and  when  required,  other  specimens  sent 
by  local  medical  practitioners,  are  examined  and  reported  upon. 
The  following  table  shows  the  nature  and  extent  of  these  exam- 
inations during  the  year  1921.

In  addition  to  the  above,  four  samples  of  sewage  effluent 
from  the  local  Sewage  Works  were  analysed  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  seven  specimens  of  hairs  for  ringworm 
were  microscopically  examined  by  him  for  the  Local  Education 
Authority. 

On  request  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  supplied  gratis  for  use 
in  the  neighbourhood,  but  as  nearly  all  Diphtheria  patients  are 
immediately  removed  to  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital,  there  is 
very  little  call  for  it.  A supply  of  Anti-influenza  vaccine  issued 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  is  kept  on  hand  for  distribution  to  local 
medical  practitioners.  During  the  year  1921  there  was  no 
call  for  it. 

Official  samples  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875,  are 
taken  by  the  Police  quarterly  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst 
for  the  County  : Professor  Sir  Wm.

That  the  Town  Council  do  make  the  following  Order  declaring 
the  trades,  businesses  or  manufactures  of  a gut-scraper,  a rag  and 
bone  dealer  and  a fish  fryer  within  the  Borough  to  be  offensive 
trades  within  the  meaning  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875  - 

WHEREAS  Section  112  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875, 
as  amended  by  Section  51  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment) 
Act,  1907,  is  in  force  in  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead,  We,  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead 
acting  by  the  Council,  being  the  Urban  District  Council  for  the 
said  Borough,  do  by  this  Order  DECLARE  each  of  the  following 
trades,  businesses  or  manufactures,  namely,  the  trades, 
businesses  or  manufactures  of  a gut-scraper,  a rag  and  bone 
dealer,  and  a fish  fryer  within  the  said  Borough  to  be  an  offensive 
trade. 

In  this  Order,  the  expression  a rag  and  bone  dealer  ” means 
any  person  who  for  the  purpose  of  sale  carries  on  upon  any 
premises  the  trade  of  receiving,  storing,  sorting  or  manipulating 
any  rags  in  an  offensive  condition  or  in  a condition  likely  to 
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become  offensive,  or  any  bones,  rabbit  skins,  fat  and  other  putres- 
cible  animal  products  of  a like  nature. 

GIVEN  under  the  Common  Seal  of  the  Council  this  thirtieth 
day  of  June,  1914. 

This  Order  was  confirmed  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
on  the  24th  day  of  August,  1914. 

8.  SANITAKY  ADMINISTEATION. 

Within  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead  there  are  only  two  or 
three  premises  where  closets  on  the  conservancy  system  remain 
these  are  mostlv  cottages  on  large  estates  where  there  is  ample 
accommodation  for  the  disposal  of  the  contents  and  no  occasion 
has  arisen  to  necessitate  their  conversion  into  waterclosets. 
There  are  about  80  premises  where,  chiefly  on  account  of  their 
situation,  connection  to  the  Public  Sewer  is  impossible,  and  these 
are  drained  to  cesspools  which  are  emptied  periodically  by  the 
scavenging  department.  The  sewage  and  refuse  disposal  works 
which  were  briefly  described  in  the  Report  for  1920  at  page  23, 
are  under  the  control  and  general  management  of  the  Borough 
Surveyor,  who  furnishes  the  following  account  for  the  year  1921. 

The  methods  adopted  for  the  purification  of  sewage  continue 
to  be  in  their  natural  sequence,  screening,  pumping  through 
centrifugal  pump,  precipitation  and  the  passage  of  the  tank 
effluent  either  through  primary  and  secondary  contact  filter 
beds,  or  over  areas  on  underdrained  land. 

During  the  year  under  review,  a very  large  number  of  men  in 
receipt  of  relief  were  sent  by  the  Board  of  Guardians  for  employ- 
ment at  the  Sewage  Works  and  the  Council  have  availed 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  thus  offered  to  effect  considerable 
improvements,  the  principal  of  which  may  be  stated  to  have 
been  : 

(1)  The  construction  of  a large  new  secondary  contact  bed  for 

the  night  sewage. 

(2)  The  renewal  with  new  filtering  materials  of  the  secondary 

contact  bed  dealing  with  the  night  sewage. 
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The  following  works  were  also  taken  in  hand  and  had  made 
substantial  progress  by  the  end  of  the  year  : — 

(1)  The  renewal  of  one  of  the  primary  contact  beds  dealing 
with  the  night  sewage. 

(2)  The  renewal  of  two  of  the  four  contact  beds  receiving  the 
day  effluent. 

(3)  The  trenching  of  nearly  3 acres  of  the  land  area  used  for 
irrigation  purposes. 

These  works  when  completed  together  with  the  construction 
of  an  additional  precipitation  tank  included  in  the  current 
year’s  programme,  should  have  the  ehect  of  placing  the  whole 
system  of  purification  on  a satisfactory  footing  for  some  time 
to  come. 

The  household  refuse  is  still  being  dealt  with  in  open  fires 
on  the  land  purchased  for  future  extension  of  the  Outfall  Works. 
The  calcined  residue  is  used  to  bring  the  surface  of  the  meadow 
to  the  required  levels  for  irrigation  purposes,  and  when  incor- 
porated with  the  rather  heavy  loam  of  which  the  natural  soil 
is  composed,  greatly  improves  its  character  as  a filtering  agent. 

The  arrangements  for  disinfecting  and  disinfestation  consist 
of  a large-size  Thresh  Disinfector  installed  in  a special  room 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  in  addition  to  the  usual  spraying 
apparatus  for  the  disinfection  of  living  rooms  and  other  premises. 
In  a building  adjacent  to  the  Town  Hall  a Bathroom  has  been 
fitted  up  where  disinfectant  baths  can  be  given,  and  there  is 
also  an  enclosed  chamber  for  fumigating  or  stoving  infected 
clothing.  The  latter  installation  is  mostly  used  for  treatment 
of  scabies  and  verminous  conditions  afiecting  school  children. 
During  the  year,  treatment  of  this  nature  was  applied  in  23  cases.

Since  the  receipt  of  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular  dated 
25th  August,  1920,  relating  to  the  above,  periodical  visits  have 
been  paid  to  Cinemas  also  to  the  Hippodrome  to  ascertain 
whether  the  ventilation,  sanitary  accommodation  etc.  was  being 
kept  in  good  order.  During  April  the  ventilation  of  the  Bridge 
Street  Picture  Theatre  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and 
a special  test  was  carried  out  by  means  of  a smoke  machine, 
which  revealed  the  fact  that  the  ventilation  of  the  Southern 
or  entrance  end  of  the  Theatre  was  inadequate.

A new  hood  with  side  wings  has  been 
provided  to  the  frying  apparatus,  at  the  shop  6 Grenfell  E-oad, 
with  beneficial  results. 

PIGGEEIES. 

In  consequence  of  the  prolonged  spell  of  hot  weather  it 
was  necessary  to  make  frequent  visits  to  the  larger  piggeries  to 
ensure  that  they  were  being  kept  clean  and  to  insist  on  the 
frequent  removal  of  the  manure  so  as  to  mitigate  the  fly  nuisance 
as  much  as  possible. 


PUBLIC  HOUSE  CONVENIENCES. 


Constant  supervision  has  been  given  to  the  above  and  with 
3 exceptions  were  found  to  be  kept  in  a cleanly  state. 

Owing  to  the  dilapidated,  and  generally  insanitary  condition 
of  the  convenience  at  the  Bear  Hotel,  it  was  found  necessary  to 
abolish  the  old  structure  and  to  erect  a new  one  in  a more  con- 
venient position. 

I wish  to  emphazise  the  necessity  for  a Public  Convenience 
within  the  vicinity  of  the  Station  Approach  the  demand  for  which 
is  particularly  great  during  the  summer  months,  now  that  the 
London  ’buses  have  made  this  quarter  their  terminus.

With  one  exception  the  Slaughterhouses  are  old  buildings 
the  other  which  is  not  in  regular  use  having  been  rebuilt  in  latter 
years  on  the  old  site.  Seven  are  situate  immediately  at  the  rear 
of  the  Butchers’  Shops  and  2 in  other  parts  of  the  Borough. 

All  are  provided  with  good  paved  floors  and  drained  to  the 
public  sewer. 
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In  the  early  part  of  the  year  a letter  was  received  from 
the  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals 
urging  the  Council  to  adopt  the  New  Model  Byelaws  relating  to 
Slaughterhouses,  particularly  Byelaw  96  which  requires  that  no 
animal  should  be  slaughtered  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
effectually  stunned  with  a mechanically  operated  instrument 
suitable  and  efficient  for  the  purpose.”  The  Society  also  arranged 
a demonstration  of  slaughtering  with  the  “ Humane  Killer  ” on 
4th  April,  which  several  members  of  the  Council,  Master  Butchers, 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  myself  attended.  During 
June  a deputation  of  the  Reading  Branch  of  the  Society  attended 
the  Health  Committee  to  emphazise  the  desirability  of  adopting 
the  Byelaws.  The  Committee  afterwards  obtained  reports  from 
towns  where  these  Byelaws  have  been  adopted  also  from  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  myself  and  interviewed  represent- 
atives of  the  local  butchers  on  the  question,  and  after  very  careful 
consideration  of  the  whole  of  the  facts  and  details  before  them, 
could  not  recommend  the  Council  to  take  any  action  in  the 
matter  at  present. 

THE  RAG  FLOCK  ACT,  1912. 

Visits  have  been  made  to  premises  where  Rag  Flock  is  used, 
and  Flock  found  on  the  premises  examined,  and  in  no  instance 
was  any  found  that  appeared  dirty  enough  to  warrant  a sample 
being  taken  for  analysis. 

In  the  majority  of  the  cases  only  Rag  Flock  is  used  which  is 
guaranteed  clean  and  a warranty  given  to  that  effect  by  the  firms 
supplying  same. 

SCHOOLS. 

Thirty-three  visits  have  been  j)aid  to  the  various  elementary 
schools  in  the  Borough  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  sanitary 
conveniences. 

During  December  the  lavatories  at  the  Boyn  Hill  Girls’ 
School  were  found  to  be  leaking  and  upon  applying  the  water 
test  it  was  discovered  that  a serious  settlement  had  taken  place 
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fracturing  the  whole  of  the  branch  drains  to  the  water  closets  ; 
New  drains  have  since  been  laid  and  to  prevent  further  settlement 
were  encased  in  concrete.

By  the  Shops  (Early  Closing)  Act  (1920)  Amendmient  Act, 
1921,  the  sale  of  fruit,  table  waters,  chocolates  or  other  sugar 
confectionery,  or  ice  cream,  may  be  sold  anywhere  for  consump- 
tion either  on  or  off  the  premises  up  to  the  hour  of  9.30  p.m. 
on  week  days  other  than  Saturdays  and  10  p.m.  on  Saturdays. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

Routine  Duties.  The  occupiers  of  all  premises  found  to  be 
infested  with  Rats  are  requested  (if  they  have  not  already  done 
so)  to  take  immediate  steps  to  get  rid  of  the  rodents,  either  by 
baiting,  trapping  or  killing  with  dogs  and  ferrets,  but  in  some  cases 
difficulty  is  found  in  getting  the  occupiers  to  bait  their  premises 
on  account  of  the  presence  of  valuable  pets.  When  this  difficulty 
is  experienced,  arrangements  are  made,  where  convenient,  to 
gas  the  places  with  Sulphur  Dioxide,  which  is  done  by  adapting 
the  drain  smoke  testing  machine  for  the  purpose,  with  excellent 
results  as  a rule.  Some  94  premises  have  been  baited  for  the 
purpose  of  demonstrating  the  use  of  various  poisons,  also  with  a 
view  to  inducing  people  to  take  interest  in  the  extermination  of 
the  pests. 
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Rat  Weeh  (31st  October  to  5th  November).  During  Rat 
Week,  two  other  Council  employees,  in  addition  to  myself,  were 
engaged  in  making  a house  to  house  visitation  to  ascertain  whether 
the  premises  were  infested  with  rats,  and  every  house,  outbuild- 
ing, premises  or  land  found  to  be  infested,  was  baited  with 
poison,  and  although  it  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  number  of 
rats  destroyed,  it  is  gratifying  to  record  that  on  revisiting  several 
of  the  places  at  a later  date  it  was  found  that  some  of  the  premises 
had  been  entirely  freed  of  the  rodents  and  at  others  the  numbers 
were  considerably  reduced.  The  occupiers  of  the  latter  have  been 
urged  to  continue  poisoning  in  the  hope  of  entirely  ridding  their 
premises  of  the  pests.  At  3 business  premises  rat  proofing  of 
the  stores  was  recommended  and  this  has  since  been  carried 
out. 


9.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAFF. 

In  addition  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  staff 
consists  of  a Sanitary  Inspector,  employed  whole-time  and  to 
whose  salary  contribution  is  made  under  the  Public  Health 
Acts.  He  holds  the  Certificate  for  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the 
Royal  Sanitary  Institute,  and  the  Science  and  Arts  First  Class 
Certificate  for  Advanced  and  Elementary  Building  Construction 
and  Drawing.  His  duties  consist  of  those  specified  in  the 
various  Sanitary  Officers  Orders,  and,  in  addition  he  is  Inspector 
under  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  Inspector  designated 
to  carry  out  inspections  under  the  Housing  (Inspection  of 
District)  Regulations,  1910  ; Shops  Act,  1912  ; Rag  Flock  Act, 
1912 ; Fabrics  (Misdescription)  Act,  1913 ; Rats  and  Mice 
Destruction  Act,  1919  ; and  Enforcement  Officer  under  the’ 
bylaws  relating  to  Employment  of  Children  and  Young  Persons. 

One  whole-time  School  Nurse  and  Health  Visitor,  whose 
salary  is  subject  to  the  contribution  above  mentioned,  and  who 
devotes  half  her  time  to  school  work  and  half  to  Infant  Welfare 
and  Health  Visiting.  The  qualifications  which  she  holds  are  : 
General  Hospital  Training  Certificate  (3  years)  ; Certificate  of 
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the  Central  Midwives  Board,  Post-graduate  Certificate  from  City 
Hospital  for  diseases  of  the  Chest,  and  from  Moorfields  Eye 
Hospital,  London  ; in  addition  to  which  she  holds  the  Health 
Visitor  Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute.

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The  total  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  of  all  forms  amounted  to 
7.  None  of  these  referred  to  cases  notified  in  1921,  but  4 of  them 
had  been  notified  in  previous  years,  and  3 were  not  notified  at 
all.  In  every  case  the  same  procedure  is  adopted  as  described 
in  the  Maidenhead  section  of  this  Report  for  bringing  to  the 
notice  of  the  medical  practitioner  last  in  attendance,  his  duty  of 
notifying  the  cases  as  soon  as  he  becomes  aware  of  the  nature 
of  the  illness. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

During  the  year  1921,  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under 
one  year  of  age,  was  remarkably  low,  namely,  10,  of  which  5 
died  in  the  first  week  of  life.  In  proportion  to  the  number  of 
infants  born  during  the  year,  this  gives  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
of  45.87,  which  compares  very  favourably  with  the  corresponding 
Rate  of  64.64  in  1920,  and  an  average  Rate  of  63.69  for  the 
preceding  10  years.  Amongst  the  10  deaths,  only  one  referred 
to  an  illegitimate  child,  and  there  was  only  one  death  from 
diarrhoea.  The  cause  of,  and  age  at,  death  are  shown  in  the

4.  CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS. 

Amongst  the  causes  of  sickness  and  invalidity,  there  is  no 
special  feature  calling  for  comment.  Amongst  school  children, 
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Measles  was  prevalent  during  March  and  April,  and  one  School, 
Touchen  End  C.E.,  was  closed  from  the  15th  March  until  after 
the  Easter  Holidays  for  that  reason.  In  March,  April  and  June, 
Chicken  Pox  was  common  and  in  July,  a few  cases  of  mumps  were 
reported  from  the  schools.  Whooping  Cough  made  its  appear- 
ance during  the  last  three  months  of  the  year,  but  did  not  affect 
school  attendance  to  any  great  extent.

A.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home.

Bray  and  Braywood,  for  the  Village  of  Bray  and 
the  landward  part  of  that  Parish.  • Cookham  and  Cookham 
Dean,  for  the  village  of  Cookham  and  surrounding  District. 
AVhite  Waltham  and  Shottesbrook,  for  these  two  Parishes,  and 
Waltham  St.  Lawrence.  These  are  affiliated  Associations 
receiving  subsidies  through  the  County  Nursing  Association, 
paid  by  the  Berks  County  Council  for  Midwifery,  Maternity 
and  Health  visiting,  and  nursing  patients  suffering  from  Tubercu- 
losis or  Measles.  By  arrangement  with  the  Nursing  Association 
at  Marlow  (Bucks)  a nurse  is  available  when  required  in  the 
parish  of  Bisham  and  a Nurse  from  Wargrave  is  occasionally 
employed  at  Knowle  Hill  in  the  Parish  of  Hurley. 

2.  Infectious  Diseases.  A fee  is  paid  by  the  County 
Authority  to  district  nurses  for  attending  to  cases  of  measles. 
All  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  which  cannot  be  properly 
nursed  or  accommodated  at  home,  are  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Maidenhead  so  that  the  necessity  for  home  nursing 
does  not  arise.

Thirty-seven  loads  of  house  refuse  were  removed  from  a 
triangular  piece  of  land  on  the  side  of  the  Main  Road  at  Touchen 
End  in  the  Parish  of  Bray  at  a cost  of  £7  8s.  Od. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year  (Annual  Report  1920,  page  39) 
a British  Quad  ” Four  Wheel  Drive  Chasis  fitted  with  Vacuum 
Tank  and  pump  was  purchased  for  the  wet  scavenging  of  the 
Parishes  of  Bray  and  Cookham  at  a cost  of  £731  8s.  Od.  and 
suction  hose  (200  feet)  and  other  accessories,  brought  the  total 
cost  to  £995  8s.  Od. 

The  staff  employed  consists  of  2 men. 

The  vacuum  apparatus  commenced  emptying  cesspools 
on  the  17th  May,  1921.  From  that  date  to  the  31st  December, 
1921,  472  cesspools  were  emptied,  ranging  in  capacity  from  500  to 
7000  gallons.  From  these  1,187  loads  of  sewage  were  removed 
and  disposed  of  on  arable  and  other  suitable  land.  The  quantity 
of  sewage  calculated  to  have  been  removed  in  this  way,  amounts 
to  593,500  gallons,  or  2,650  tons.

9.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAFF. 

The  only  Public  Health  Officer  of  the  District  Council  is  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  who  was  appointed  in  1903,  and  to  whose 
salary  contribution  is  made  under  the  Public  Health  Acts.  He 
holds  the  certificates  of  the  Eoyal  Sanitary  Institute  and  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Examination  Board  (London)  and  is 
a member  of  the  Institute  of  Municipal  and  County  Engineers. 
He  also  holds  the  certificate  for  inspection  of  Meat  and  other  foods 
awarded  by  the  Eoyal  Sanitary  Institute  (London).  In  addition 
to  his  duties  as  Sanitary  Inspector  he  acts  as  Building  Surveyor 
and  also  superintends  the  scavenging  arrangements.  In  respect 
of  these  two  offices  separate  salaries  are  paid.

TABLE  OF  AGE  GEOUPS. 
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The  unusually  high  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified 
in  the  District  during  the  year  is  to  a large  extent  accounted 
for  by  the  outbreak  which  occurred  at  Crowthorne  at  the  end 
of  July  and  continued  during  the  Summer  holidays  until  the  end 
of  August.  A Nurse  was  employed  by  the  Rural  District  Council 
to  reside  in  the  district  and  act  as  Health  Visitor  during  the 
outbreak.  It  was  somewhat  difficult  to  secure  complete  control 
of  all  infected  cases  as  the  area  concerned  lay  partly  outside 
the  boundary  of  the  Easthampstead  Rural  District,  but  by  the 
time  the  Schools  re-assembled,  fresh  cases  had  ceased  to  occur. 
In  the  beginning  of  December,  there  was  a recrudescence,  and 
although  direct  proof  is  lacking  there  is  a strong  suspicion  that 
the  infection  was  re-imported  by  carrier  cases  from  the  other 
side  of  the  boundary.  After  weeding  out,  by  swabbing,  carrier 
cases  at  school,  this  secondary  outbreak  soon  came  to  an  end. 
During  the  last  three  months  of  the  year  an  unusual  number  of 
cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Bracknell.  The  cases  were  practically  confined  to  four  families 
in  each  of  which  three  or  four  members  were  affected. 

Tuberculosis.  The  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of 
Tuberculosis  during  the  year  amounted  to  10.  Of  these,  five 
referred  to  cases  previously  notified  • three  in  1921,  one  in  1919 
and  one  in  1916.  The  remaining  five  had  not  been  notified  in 
this  District  up  to  time  of  death.  In  every  case  where  a death 
from  Tuberculosis  occurs  which  has  not  been  previously  notified, 
a circular  letter  is  sent  to  the  Doctor  in  attendance  calling  his 
attention  to  the  fact  that  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  are  now 
notifiable. 


INFANT  MORTALITY. 

During  the  year  1921,  the  number  of  death  of  infants  under 
one  year  of  age,  is  practically  half  that  of  the  preceding  year, 
namely,  13  as  against  25.  In  proportion  to  the  number  of 
children  born,  this  gives  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  46 ‘93  as 
against  the  Rate  of  66*09  for  1920,  and  66*16  for  the  average 
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Kate  for  the  preceding  10  years.  Of  the  13  infant  deaths,  2 
referred  to  illegitimate  children,  while  amongst  the  causes  of 
death,  there  was  only  one  death  from  diarrhoeal  diseases.  The

i.  CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS. 

Amongst  adults,  there  was  no  marked  prevalence  of  any 
of  the  commoner  ailments,  except  that  during  the  latter  end 
of  the  year,  respiratory  diseases  were  more  frequent  than  usual. 
Amongst  school  children.  Chicken  Pox  was  very  prevalent  in  the 
months  of  March,  May  and  June.  In  the  latter  period,  Crow- 
thorne  C.E.  Infants  and  Easthampstead  C.E.  were  closed  for 
several  weeks.  A few  cases  were  also  recorded  during  April, 
July  and  November.  In  September,  Mumps  were  prevalent 
and  in  October,  Whooping  Cough  was  the  chief  disease  amongst 
scholars.  The  prevalence  of  Diphtheria  at  Crowthorne  in 
August  and  September,  has  already  been  referred  to. 

5.  SUMMARY  OF  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS, 
HOSPITALS,  AND  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE 

FOR  THE  DISTRICT. 

A.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

1.  General.  At  Crowthorne  there  is  a Nursing  Association 
which  now  employ  a fully  trained  Nurse  as  Matron,  one  as 
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District  Midwife,  and  5 other  Nurses  who  are  available  for 
home  nursing  in  the  Parishes  of  Crowthorne  and  Sandhurst  and 
neighbouring  district.  The  services  of  these  nurses  are  mostly 
limited  to  subscribers  to  the  Association,  but  they  are  available 
for  non-subscribers  on  payment  of  the  full  fee,  which  at  present 
is  considerably  reduced  to  those  who  pay  regular  subscriptions. 
A re-organisation  of  the  service  of  the  Association  is  under 
consideration,  and  it  is  intended  in  the  future  to  employ  two 
district  nurses  for  midwifery  and  general  nursing,  as  the  work 
is  increasing.  The  scale  of  subscription  will  be  altered  and 
graduated  according  to  income.  Visits  to  subscribers  will  be 
free  except  for  midwifery  and  maternity  cases.  Resident  nurses 
will  be  available  at  a weekly  fee  of  £2  2s.,  which  may  be  reduced 
in  approved  cases. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Association  nursed  159  cases,  of 
which  32  were  midwifery  cases.  The  Berks  County  Council 
pay  for  or  subsidise  the  services  of  this  Association  in  respect  of 
the  Welfare  Centre  at  Crowthorne  and  Sandhurst,  and  for  home 
visiting. 

There  is  also  a Nursing  Association  at  Binfield  which  serves 
that  Parish  and  the  neighbouring  district.  This  Association  is 
affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association,  and  a subsidy 
is  paid  by  the  County  Authority  for  midwifery,  maternity  and 
health  visiting,  and  for  nursing  patients  suffering  from  Tubercu- 
losis, or  Measles.  Local  Nursing  Associations  are  also  established 
for  Easthampstead,  Bracknell  and  Warfield.  These  receive 
ministerial  grants  only. 

2.  Infectious  Diseases.  In  the  event  of  a severe  outbreak 
of  Infectious  Disease,  e.g.  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria,  the  District 
Council,  acting  on  the  advice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
employ  a nurse  temporarily  to  reside  in  the  district  and  attend 
to  such  cases  as  are  not  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Maidenhead. 
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B.  Midwives.

In  addition  to  these,  nurses  from  the  Eoyal  Victoria  Cottage 
Nursing  Home  at  Ascot  also  practice  in  the  Parish  of  Winkfield. 

C.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Infant  Welfare  work  is  carried  on  in  the  parishes  of  Crow- 
thorne,  Sandhurst,  St.  Sebastian,  by  a voluntary  agency,  the  home 
visiting  and  the  meetings  of  the  centres  being  conducted  by 
Miss  Githes  from  the  Crowthorne  Nursing  Association  who  is 
a fully  trained  nurse.  Welfare  centres  are  held  once  a month  at 
Crowthorne  and  Sandhurst,  at  both  of  which,  a Medical  Officer, 
Dr.  J.  Lambert,  attends.  Home  visiting  is  carried  out  regularly 
in  the  three  parishes,  each  family  being  visited  at  least  once  a 
month.  The  Nurse  also  undertakes  the  distribution  at  cost  price, 
of  dried  milk,  virol,  etc.,  and  assists  at  the  Sandhurst  Ortho- 
paedic Clinic,  which  is  held  weekly  under  the  superintendence  of 
the  Headington  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Oxford. 

The  number  of  infants  on  the  books  was  289  and  32  new 
notifications  have  been  received  during  the  year,  all  of  which 
have  been  visited.  The  average  attendances  at  the  Centres 
were  21  at  Crowthorne  and  19  at  Sandhurst. 

A Welfare  Centre  is  also  held  at  the  Parish  Hall,  Binfield, 
once  a month,  under  the  direction  of  the  Binfield  Nursing 
Association. 
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D.  Local  Hospitals. 

There  is  no  general  or  special  Hospital  in  this  District. 
Apart  from  the  Poor  Law  Institution  at  Easthampstead,  the  near- 
est available  Hospitals  are  : The  Royal  Victoria  Cottage  Nursing 
Home  at  Ascot,  the  Royal  Berks  Hospital,  Reading,  and  King 
Edward  VII.  Hospital,  Windsor.  Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria  are  removed  to  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Maidenhead  in  accordance  with  an  agreement  between  the 
District  Council  and  the  Corporation  of  Maidenhead. 

E.  Institutional  Provision  for  unmarried  mothers, 
illegitimate  infants  and  homeless  children. 

Apart  from  the  Poor  Law  Institution,  there  are  none  in 
the  neighbourhood. 

F.  Ambulance  Facilities. 

1.  For  Infectious  Cases.  For  infectious  cases,  the  Ambu- 
lance belonging  to  the  Maidenhead  Isolation  Hospital  is  available. 

2.  For  non-inf ectious  and  accident  Cases.  For  non-inf ectious 
and  accident  cases,  there  are  no  special  facilities ; removal 
being  effected  by  the  use  of  a private  vehicle  for  the  purpose. 

6.  LABORATORY  WORK. 

All  doctors  practising  in  the  District  are  supplied  with 
outfits  for  taking  swabs  in  case  of  Diphtheria,  blood  for  Widal 
re-action,  and  sputum  for  Tubercle  bacillus.  For  other 
pathological  and  bacteriological  examinations,  suitable  outfits 
are  supplied  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  request.  The 
examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Clinical  Research  Associ- 
ation, London,  the  fees  being  paid  by  the  Local  Authority. 
The  following  is  a list  of  the  swabs  etc.  taken  during  the  year 
1921,  including  those  taken  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
in  the  course  of  the  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  at  Crowthorne  : — •

Dear  Sir, 

The  following  is  my  report  of  work  executed  during  the  year 
1921. 

Housing — 34  State  aided  houses  are  being  erected  at  Binfield 
and  16  at  Sandhurst  and  I am  hoping  all  will  be  occupied  by  the 
time  your  annual  report  is  in  print. 

Applications  have  been  made  for  the  34  houses  at  Binfield, 
and  some  of  these  came  as  far  distant  as  Kent  and  Devon,  but 
the  Housing  Committee  have  only  granted  local  applications. 

Seventy-four  applications  have  been  made  for  the  16  Houses 
at  Sandhurst,  and  75  for  the  34  Houses  at  Binfield  and  the 
Housing  Committee  have  chosen  these  applicants  who  were 
living  under  injurious  conditions  and  in  urgent  need  of  houses. 

Every  tenant  so  far  is  extremely  pleased  with  the  houses 
and  express  their  satisfaction  at  the  arrangement  and  comfort 
of  their  new  homes. 

The  rent  has  been  fixed  by  the  Committee  at  7/6  per  week, 
and  in  addition  rates  and  water  rates  which  works  out  at  about 
10/2  per  week  in  the  whole.  The  rent  has  been  approved  by  the 
Minister  of  Health. 

The  50  houses  erected  do  not  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
District.  Sandhurst,  Winkfield,  Binfield,  Warfield  and  East- 
hampstead  have  houses  that  have  fulfilled  their  existence  as 
dwelling  houses  and  should  be  condemned,  but  this  is  impossible 
at  the  present  time  owing  to  the  shortage  of  Houses  of  the 
working-class  type,  and,  owing  to  the  smallness  of  wages  earned 
by  the  men  who  could  not  afford  to  pay  such  a high  rent  as  10/- 
per  week. 

The  tenants  are  generally  of  the  casual  labour  class  and  they 
would  not  and  cannot  pay  one-third  of  their  earnings  for  rent. 
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The  housing  of  families  of  this  type  of  Labourer  is  a problem 
that  requires  a lot  of  consideration  to  find  a solution,  but  never- 
theless a needy  and  vital  one. 

I venture  to  suggest  that  wooden  Bungalows  of  a standard 
pattern  would,  perhaps,  meet  the  difhculty  although  not  pre- 
sumably artistic  would  be  comfortable  and  reasonable  in  expendi- 
ture allowing  same  to  be  let  at  a reduced  rent  and  tiding  over  the 
difficult  position  until  the  building  operations  again  become 
normal. 

As  you  are  aware,  it  has  been  part  of  my  duty  to  perform 
the  Office  of  Clerk  of  Works  over  the  50  houses  before  referred 
to  during  the  latter  part  of  1920  and  the  early  part  of  1921  great 
difficulty  arose  in  obtaining  materials  etc.  However,  these  were 
surmounted  and  I am  glad  that  I was  able  to  do  my  share  to 
push  this  forward.

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909. 

The  whole  of  the  Notices  outstanding  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  have  been  executed  with  the  exception  of  one  and 
this  has  been  partly  done.  Here  again  great  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  in  getting  the  works  carried  out  owing  to  the  shortage 
of  materials  and  labour  and  the  huge  cost  of  same,  the  men 
being  largely  taken  up  by  the  Building  under  the  Housing  scheme 
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and  some  of  the  householders  not  having  the  means  to  pay  for 
the  necessary  repairs,  some  of  the  owners  being  poorer  than 
the  tenants.  Finally  arrangements  were  made  by  the  Agents 
to  advance  the  money  and  the  repairs  thereby  executed. 

Prospects  for  1922  look  better  and  I hope  to  place  before 
you  shortly  a complete  survey  of  the  housing  condition  of 
Cranbourne  Ward  of  the  Parish  of  Winkfield  for  your  perusal 
and  instructions. 

The  Drought.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  great  drought 
of  1921  did  not  seriously  affect  this  area  owing  to  the  action  of 
the  Council  in  the  past  in  laying  water  mains  over  their  District 
where  required  with  the  exception  of  the  Hamlet  at  Wesley  Mill 
in  the  Parish  of  Binfield  in  which  case  the  scatteredness  of  the 
houses  and  distance  from  any  Company  main  and  the  low  assess- 
able value  of  the  houses  and  the  cost  of  laying  the  mains  in  such 
an  area  the  expense  now  is  unthinkable,  however,  all  the  wells 
have  been  cleansed  out,  cement  rendered  and  generally  put  into 
order.  Four  wells  were  condemned  and  Company’s  water  laid 
on  1\4  houses  in  all. 

Coal  Strike.  On  the  outbreak  of  the  coal  strike  the  District 
was  exceedingly  short  of  coal  and  it  soon  became  apparent  that 
the  baking  of  bread  for  the  inhabitants  was  going  to  be  a serious 
problem.  Meetings  of  the  Bakers  were  called,  and  all  were 
rationed  and  with  the  help  of  many  gentlemen  who  had  stocks  of 
coal  and  owners  of  woods,  baking  was  carried  on  successfully 
until  the  termination  of  the  coal  dispute. 

Arrangements  were  also  made  for  the  sale  of  wood  for 
household  requirements.  In  addition  to  this  Kural  District 
the  Parishes  of  Sunningdale  and  Sunninghill  in  the  Windsor  area 
were  also  supplied  with  fuel. 

PLANS. 

Thirty-five  plans  were  submitted  and  passed  by  the  Council 
including  11  Cottages  under  the  Government  Subsidy  scheme.

Two  outbreaks  of  Diphtheria  occurred  at  Crowthorne  and 
one  at  Easthampstead  in  a thickly-populated  area,  during 
the  year,  but  by  systematic  swabbing  and  following  up  absentees 
from  School  the  outbreaks  were  overcome. 

Scavenging.  The  cost  of  scavenging  for  the  year  amounted 
to  £270  8s.  Od. 

A few  complaints  were  received  but  upon  investigation 
were  found  to  be  of  a trivial  nature  and  soon  remedied.  The 
inhabitants  appreciate  the  collection  of  House  refuse.

The  only  area  in  the  District  which  is  sewered  is  the  Bracknell 
Special  Drainage  Area  ; an  account  of  which  is  given  at  page  127 
in  the  Report  fof  1913.  The  control  of  the  work  is  in  the  hands 
of  the  Surveyor,  who  reports  that  during  the  past  year,  the 
whole  crop  of  osiers  on  the  Farm  have  been  dispensed  with, 
and  the  Farm  again  brought  into  cultivation.  Considerable 
repairs  have  been  done  to  the  top  set  of  Settling  and  Primary 
Tanks,  and  4 Primary  and  5 Settling  Tanks  have  been  recharged 
with  new  media.

In  this  District,  the  death  rate  for  1921,  is  remarkably 
low.  In  no  case  was  there  any  excessive  mortality  from  any  of 
the  usual  diseases.  In  fact,  respiratory  diseases  which  show  a 
slight  increase  in  the  other  Districts,  were  much  fewer  in  number 
than  usual  (4  only)  ; while  3 deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  1 from 
Enteric  Fever,  and  2 from  Influenza,  represent  the  whole  of  the 
deaths  from  the  infectious  diseases.

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Tuberculosis.  With  regard  to  the  3 deaths  from  Tuber- 
culosis, in  two  cases,  the  existence  of  the  disease  had  not  been 
notified  previous  to  death,  while  the  remaining  case  was  notified 
in  the  year  1918.  As  mentioned  elsewhere,  in  every  instance 
where  a death  from  Tuberculosis,  which  has  not  been  previously 
notified,  occurs,  a circular  letter  is  sent  to  the  practitioner  in 
attendance  calling  his  attention  to  the  duty  of  notifying  every 
form  of  Tuberculosis  as  soon  as  he  is  aware  of  the  fact. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

As  in  1919,  when  there  were  only  6 deaths  out  of  241  infants 
born,  the  infant  deaths  during  the  past  year  have  again  touched 
the  very  low  level  of  5 out  of  160.  This  gives  the  low  infant 
Mortality  Rate  of  31 '25  per  1,000  children  born,  and  compares 
well  with  the  corresponding  Rate  of  67 ’39  for  the  previous 
year,  and  an  average  Rate  of  60'60  for  the  past  10  years.  There 
were  no  deaths  amongst  the  illegitimate  infants,  and  as  to  the 
causes  of  death,  in  3 instances  Premature  Birth  was  assigned, 
and  in  the  other  2,  Gastro  Enteritis  or  Inflammation  of  the 
Bowels.  The  following  table  shows  the  age  at  death  as  well

4.  CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS. 

Enquiry  as  to  any  causes  of  sickness  of  invalidity  which 
have  been  specially  noteworthy  in  the  district  during  the  year, 
did  not  ellicit  any  noteworthy  facts.  Amongst  school  children. 
Measles  was  prevalent  in  March,  May  and  June,  and  on  that 
account,  three  schools,  namely  : Sunninghill  C.E.  Infants, 
Cheapside,  and  Ascot  Heath  Infants,  were  closed  for  various 
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periods  during  the  months  mentioned.  There  were  also  a few 
cases  of  Influenza  during  the  month  of  February,  but  other- 
wise, there  is  nothing  worthy  of  record. 

5.  SUMMARY  OF  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS, 

HOSPITALS  AND  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE 

FOR  THE  DISTRICT. 

A.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

1.  General.  The  chief  Nursing  Association  in  the  District 
is  the  Local  Benefit  Nursing  Association,  which  is  carried  on  in 
connection  with  the  Royal  Victoria  Cottage  Nursing  Home 
at  South  Ascot.  This  Institution  is  a branch  of  the  Cottage 
Benefit  Nursing  Association,  and  receives  ministerial  grant, 
but  is  not  subsidised  by  the  County  Authority.  Its  sphere  of 
action  includes  the  Parishes  and  districts  of  Ascot,  South  Ascot, 
Cheapside,  Cranbourne,  Sunninghill,  Sunningdale  and  Winkfield. 
The  staff  comprises,  in  addition  to  the  Matron,  2 district  nurses, 
each  of  whom  hold  the  C.M.B.  certificate,  and  12  other  nurses, 
one  of  which  holds  the  C.M.B.  certificate.  • For  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1921,  293  cases  were  attended  to  by  nurses  from 
the  Association.  These  include  128  cases  of  general  illness,  37 
maternity,  and  138  midwifery  cases  ; while  the  district  nurses 
attended  374  cases  and  made  a total  of  5,040  visits.  At  the 
Home,  provision  is  made  for  a limited  number  of  in-patients. 
Of  these,  97  were  received  during  the  year  referred  to,  and  284 
out-patients  also  received  treatment. 

There  is  also  a Local  Nursing  Association  at  Old  Windsor, 
which  receives  a subsidy  from  the  County  Authority  in  respect 
of  work  done  in  connection  with  midwifery,  maternity  and 
health  visiting,  and  nursing  patients  suffering  from  Tuberculosis 
or  Measles. 

2.  Infections  Diseases.  Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diph- 
theria and  removed  as  required  to  the  Maidenhead  Isolation 
Hospital  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  an  agreement  between 
the  District  Council  and  the  Corporation  of  Maidenhead.  Cases 
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of  these  two  diseases  arising  in  the  Parish  of  Old  Windsor  are 
admissible  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Egham  in  virtue  of  a 
provision  in  the  deed  of  gift  of  a piece  of  land  given  by  the  late 
Baron  Schroeder  to  the  Egham  Urban  District  Council  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  an  Isolation  Hospital  thereon. 

B.  Mid  WIVES. 

The  Local  Authority  does  not  contribute  to  the  midwifery 
service  of  the  District.

For  Scarlet  Fever 
and  Diphtheria,  accommodation  is  available  as  mentioned 
above,  at  the  Maidenhead  Isolation  Hospital  and  the  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Egham.  For  general  diseases  thelBospitals  available 
are  : the  Royal  Victoria  Cottage  Nursing  Home  at  South  Ascot, 
and  the  general  Hospitals  at  Windsor  and  Reading.

F.  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Maidenhead  Borough  Isolation 
Hospital  Ambulance  is  available  for  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
and  Diphtheria,  and  an  ambulance  for  Smallpox  only  is  main- 
tained at  the  Hospital  in  Hamfields.

6.  LABORATOKY  WORK. 

All  medical  practitioners  in  the  District  are  supplied  with 
outfits  for  the  examination  of  swabs  for  Diphtheria,  blood  for 
typhoid,  and  sputum  for  tubercle.  The  examinations  are 
carried  out  by  the  Clinica]  Research  Association,  London,  and  the 
cost  defrayed  by  the  District  Council.  During  the  past  year, 
21  swabs  were  examined,  all  of  which  were  negative,  also  3 
specimens  for  Tubercle,  all  of  which  were  negative. 

In  addition  to  these,  7 saniples  of  water  from  Albany  Road, 
Old  Windsor,  were  analysed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
and  in  each  case  the  water  was  found  to  be  polluted.  A fresh 

supply  from  the  public  main  which  has  been  extended  along 

• 

that  road,  is  now  being  laid  on.

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  (under  the  Orders  of  that 
name,  1885-1899)  came  into  force  in  1906. 

8.  SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION.

Dear  Sir, 

I beg  to  submit  a report  of  work  carried  out  during  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1921. 
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Three  hundred  and  twenty-seven  houses  were  inspected 
under  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts,  and  in  82  instances 
detailed  Records  under  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District) 
Regulations,  1910,  were  submitted  to  the  Council.  Following 
the  issue  of  Informal  Notices,  remedial  works  were  effected  in 
143  houses.  Statutory  Notices  numbering  119  were  served  (76 
under  the  Housing  Act  1919  and  43  under  the  Public  Health 
Acts).  By  the  end  of  the  year  these  had  been  complied  with 
excepting  in  4 cases. 

Two  serious  cases  of  overcrowding  were  met  with  ; the 
difficulty  being  solved  in  one  case  by  accommodation  in  one  of 
the  Council’s  new  houses.  In  the  other  instance  the  family  left 
the  district. 

There  are  39  workshops  on  the  Register  and  a total  of  73 
visits  was  paid  thereto.  Six  defects  were  discovered  (Defective 
conveniences  2,  Dirty  ditto  3,  Dirty  floor  1).  Written  notices 
were  served  and  secured  the  desired  effect.  Two  bakehouses 
have  been  closed.  There  is  only  one  underground  Bakery  in  the 
District. 

All  the  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  in  the  District  have  been 
visited,  and  there  was  no  need  to  go  beyond  verbal  requests  for 
limewashing,  etc. 

Visits  have  also  been  paid  to  the  various  Slaughterhouses 
(of  which  there  are  6 in  the  District),  Butchers’  Shops,  and  other 
places  where  food  is  sold.  Three  new  shops  for  the  sale  of  meat 
have  been  opened.  No  need  for  action  has  arisen  with  respect 
to  unsound  food.  Fifty  pounds  of  mutton  were  surrendered 
voluntarily  for  destruction. 

In  June  and  December,  samples  were  taken  as  usual  of  the 
water  supplied  by  the  South-West  Suburban  Water  Company, 
for  Bacteriological  and  Chemical  examinations,  and  the  results 
being  submitted  subsequently  to  the  District  Council.  Seven 
samples  were  collected  from  various  houses  without  a piped 
supply.  These  samples  were  chemically  analysed,  the  water 
proving  in  every  case  to  be  unlit  for  drinking  and  domestic  use. 
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In  one  instance  the  water  was  found  to  be  grossly  polluted. 
Notices  were  sent  to  all  the  owners  concerned,  and  the  Water 
Company  communicated  with,  as  nothing  of  a permanently 
satisfactory  nature  could  be  done  until  water  mains  were 
available.  The  Company  eventually  extended  mains  to  serve 
the  houses  referred  to,  in  Oriental  Row,  Sunninghill,  and  Albany 
Road,  Old  Windsor,  5 houses  in  the  former,  and  18  in  the  latter 
have  since  been  supplied  from  the  new  mains. 

House  drains  have  been  repaired  or  re-constructed  at  14 
houses. 

Complaint  was  received  of  a nuisance  arising  from  the 
sewage  disposal  works  of  the  Ridge  Mount  Estate  at  Sunningdale. 
I accompanied  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  a visit  of  Inspec- 
tion, when  it  was  found  that  a large  lagoon  for  the  reception  of 
crude  sewage  had  been  constructed  in  a position  immediately 
adjoining  the  garden  of  a neighbouring  house.  It  was  pointed 
out  to  the  authorities  concerned  that  such  an  arrangements 
would  inevitably  be  offensive,  the  result  being  that  the  use  of 
the  lagoon  was  discontinued. 

The  watercourse  at  the  rear  of  houses  near  Ascot  Police 
Station  has  been  cleaned  out,  and  various  sources  of  pollution 
dealt  with.  The  piped  watercourse  bordering  Ascot  Heath  and 
running  parallel  to  the  High  Street,  has  been  thoroughly  exam- 
ined. Several  sources  of  pollution  were  located,  and  necessary 
disconnections  and  diversions  were  carried  out. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  main  drainage  works  are  at  last 
in  progress  for  the  areas  in  Sunninghill  and  Sunningdale  where 
the  need  is  most  clamant.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that,  for  financial 
reasons,  the  complete  scheme  for  the  two  Parishes  cannot  yet  be 
proceeded  with. 

The  Parish  of  Old  Windsor  still  remains  without  main 
drainage  and  without  a system  of  house-refuse  collection.  Many 
of  the  cottages  in  the  Village  have  very  little  yard  or  garden 
area  attached  to  them,  and  nuisances  arising  from  the  full  con- 
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dition  of  cesspools  and  accumulations  of  refuse  have  frequently 
to  be  dealt  with.  Much  useful  work  has  been  done  privately 
in  clearing  ditches  and  watercourses,  and  pollutions  have  been 
attended  to  officially.  A great  improvement  will  have  been 
effected  when  the  work  of  filling  in  the  Fox  and  Castle  pond 
has  been  completed. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  District  was,  fortunately, 
free  from  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases,  and  consequently  the 
work  of  disinfection  has  been  light,  only  eleven  houses  requiring 
treatment  of  this  character. 

Quarterly  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  Smallpox  Hospital 
at  the  Ham,  Old  Windsor.  During  the  year  the  external  wood- 
work was  re-painted  and  necessary  repairs  carried  out.  The 
provision  of  a telephone  at  the  Hospital  would  be  of  very  great 
assistance  in  the  event  of  the  buildings  being  occupied,  on  account 
of  their  isolated  position.  There  is  no  telephone  at  present. 

One  application  was  made  for  a certificate  as  to  the  condition 
of  a house,  under  the  Kent  Restrictions  Act,  1920,  and  the 
certificate  was  granted.  Necessary  repairs  were  subsequently 
carried  out  by  the  owner.

Ascot  High  Street  and  the  lanes  to  the  North  of  it. 
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Winkfield  Road  as  far  as  the  Racecourse. 

Small  connecting  links  at  the  junction  of  the  Whitmore  and 
Staines  Roads  and  near  Cheapside  Brook. 

Continuation  of  sewer  through  Coombe  Meadows  and  under 
the  London  and  South  Western  Railway  bank  to  take  South 
Ascot. 

Continuation  of  sewer  from  the  Wells  Hotel  to  Ascot  High  St. 
Rise  Road  and  streets  in  the  Rise. 

South  Ascot  if  funds  permit. 

Completion  of  the  Rising  Main. 

In  the  meantime,  wet  and  dry  scavenging  is  being  carried 
on  as  formerly,  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Menzies,  the  Surveyor, 
for  the  following  particulars  : —

9.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAFF. 

One  full-time  Sanitary  Inspector  is  employed  for  the  whole 
district.  He  holds  the  certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute, 
and  was  appointed  in  1903.  The  office  of  Surveyor  of  Buildings 
is  held  by  the  district  Surveyor,  who  also  superintends  the  work  of 
the  scavenging  department.

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MEMORANDUM  BY  REGISTRAR  GENERAL. 

The  annual  distribution  of  his  returns  of  births  and  deaths 
and  estimates  of  population  for  the  past  year  affords  the  Regis- 
trar General  an  opportunity  of  directing  the  attention  of  medical 
officers  of  health  and  others  using  the  returns  to  some  points  upon 
which  experience  has  shown  that  misundertsandings  tend  to 
arise. 

1.  The  numbers  of  births  and  deaths  are  those  registered 

during  the  calendar  year  and  are  corrected  for  inward 
and  outward  transfers  ; they  will  differ  therefore  from 
uncorrected  figures  compiled  locally  either  for  the  calendar 
year  or  for  a period  of  fifty-two  or  fifty-three  weeks. 

2.  Population.  The  Census  of  1921,  originally  planned  for 

the  24th  April,  was  unavoidably  postponed  until  the  19th 
June  ; and  it  is  now  clear  that,  while  the  latter  date 
avoided  the  recognised  programme  of  industrial  holidays 
some  holiday  movement  was,  largely  owing  to  the 
abnormally  fine  weather,  already  then  in  progress.  This 
is  reflected  in  the  Census  returns  by  the  inclusion  in 
the  case  of  the  more  popular  holiday  areas  of  varying 
and  sometimes  substantial  proportions  of  visitors. 

The  use  of  local  population  figures  which  depart 
materially  from  the  figures  of  normal  resident  populations 
would,  of  course,  be  unsuitable  in  connection  with 
statistics  of  births  and  deaths  classified  according  to 
area  of  residence  ; and  it  has  been  indeed  necessary  to 
make  an  adjustment  for  these  purposes  by  measuring 
the  extent  of  the  non-resident  population  in  certain  areas 
and  by  effecting  its  re-distribution  throughout  the 
country. 

Such  an  adjustment  has  accordingly  been  made  by 
means  of  the  best  data  available  in  the  preparation  of  the 
estimated  mid-yearly  populations  for  1921.  Any 
substantial  difference  between  the  populations  quoted 
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and  the  corresponding  Census  figure  should  be  attributed 
to  this  process  of  adjustment,  although  its  effect  has  been 
negligible  in  the  majority  of  areas. 

3.  The  classification  of  some  deaths  is  modified  in  the  light 

of  fuller  information  obtained  from  the  certifying  prac- 
titioner in  response  to  special  inquiries.  The  principal 
subjects  of  these  enquiries  are  indicated  in  a table 
published  in  the  annual  reports  of  the  Registrar  General ; 
and  this  possible  source  of  discrepancy  between  the 
returns  of  the  Registrar  General  and  those  compiled  locally 
should  be  borne  in  mind  particularly  in  regard  to  the 
causes  of  death  dealt  with  in  that  table. 

4.  If  it  is  desired  to  criticize  the  figures  supplied  this 

should  be  done  at  an  early  date.  Every  effort  will  be 
made  in  that  case  to  clear  up  any  points  of  serious 
difference  from  locally  compiled  returns  and  to  amend  the 
Registrar  General’s  figures  if  these  prove  to  be  in  error. 
But  it  will  be  impossible  for  him  to  entertain  any  sugges- 
tion for  their  alteration  unless  made  within  two  weeks  of 
their  circulation  to  local  authorities. 

5.  The  short  list  of  causes  of  death  shewn  on  the  enclosed

slip  is  that  adopted  by  the  Registrar  General,  after 
agreement  with  the  Ministry  of  Health,  for  the  purpose  of 
his  Annual  Report  for  1921  and  differs  from  the  list  pre- 
previously  in  use.
